Lord Mac-Guire had of late made ſeveral Journies into the Pale, 
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purpoſe, and that next Morniug they would undoubtedly attempt, 
and ſurely effect it, if their Deſign was not ſpeedily prevented, and 
that he had underſtood all this from Hugh Mac- Mahon, one of the 
chief Conſpirators, who was then in the Town, and came up but 
the very ſame afternoon for the Execution of the Plot; and with 
whom indeed he had been drinking ſomewhat liberally, and as the 
Truth is, did then make ſuch a broken Relation of a Matter that 
ſeemed ſo incredible in itſelf, as that his Lordſhip gave very little 
Belief to it at firſt, in regard it came from an obſcure Perſon, and 
one as he conceived ſomewhat diſtempered at that time. But how- 
ſoever the Lord Parſons gave him order to go again to Mac- Mahon, 
and get out of him as much Certainty of the Plot, with as many 
particular Circumſtances as he could, ſtrictly charging him to re- 
turn back unto him the ſame Evening.

They lived in great Plenty, and 
ſome of them very well ſtored with-Plate and ready-Money, They 
lived likewiſe in a great Security, being quiet and careleſs, as the 
People of Laiſb, little ſuſpecting any Treachery from their 1rif 
Neighbours. . The Ezgliſh, well knew they had given them no man- 
ner of Provocation ; they had Entertained them with great Demon- 
. trations of Love and Affection. No Story can ever ſhew that in any

| And now of late they lived ſo Peaceably and Lovingly together as 
they had juſt reaſon moſt confidently to believe, that the Iriſh would 
never upon any occaſion generally Riſe up again to their Deſtruction.

The Murdered by 
Prieſts had now Charmed the Iriſh, and laid ſuch Bloody Impreſſions their Irin 
in them, as it was held according to the Maxims they had Received, 0 Ten, * 
a mortal Sin to give any manner of Relief or Protection, to any of Ta. 
the Engliſh. All Bonds and Ties of Faith and Friendſhip were now 
broken; the 1riſþ Landlords made a Prey of their Exgliſp Tenants,. 
Triſh-Tenants and Servants a Sacrifice of their Engliſh Landlords and 
Maſters, one Neighbour cruelly: Murthered by another; the very 
Triſh Children in the very beginning fell to ſtrip and kill Engliſp Chil- 
dren: All other Relations were quite Cancelled and laid aſide, and 
it was now eſteemed a moſt Meritorious work in any of them that 
could by any Means or Ways whatſoever, bring an Engliſhman to the Y 
Slaughter, A work not very difficult to be compaſſed as things then The Inter- 
ſtood ; for _ promiſcuouſly among the Britiſh, in all parts 3 
having from their Prieſts received the Watch-word both for Time mong ne 
and Place, Roſe up, as it were actuated by one and the ſame Spirit, Iriſh, a main 
in all Places of thoſe Counties before mentioned at one and the ſame cauſe of their 
point of Time; and ſo in a Moment fell upon them, Murdering ſome, ſudden De- 
Striping only, or Expelling others out of their Habitations.

had all their Goods and Cattel Seized and carried away, their Houſes 
burnt, their Habitations laid waſt, and all as it were at an inſtant 
before: they could ſuſpect the Iriſh for their Enemies, or any ways i- 
magine that they had it in their Hearts, or in their Power, to offer.

The IRISH Rebellion. 
Now for ſuch of the Englif as ſtood upon their Guard, and had 
gathered together, though but in ſmall Numbers, the ir; had re- 
courſe to their ancient Stratagems, Which as they have formerly, ſo 
they ſtill continued to make frequent Uſe of this Rebellion. And 
that was fairly to offer unto them good Conditions of Quarter, to 
a aſure them their Lives, their; Gods, and free Paſſage, with a ſafe 
The Irifh . Conduct into what Place ſoever they pleaſed, and to confirm theſe 
life their - Covenants ſometimes under their Hands and Seals, ſometimes with 
Oaths and deep Oaths and Proteſtations ; and then as ſoon as they had them in 
Proteſtations their Power, to hold themſelves diſobliged from their Promiſes, and 
are lin, to leave their Soldiers at liberty to deſpoil, ſtrip and murder them 
«dan I their pleaſure, Thus were the poor Engliſb treated, who had ſhut 
then in ſeve- themſelves up in the great Cathedral Church of Armagh by Sir Phe- 
ral Places lim O Neal, and his Brother Turlogh. Thus were ſuch of the Engliſh 
Murder and uſed by Philip 0 Rely, who had retired themſelves to Belturbet, the 
Deltroy them. he planted Town in the County of Cavan, And after the ſame 
barbarous manner were ſuch of the Exgliſh drawn out to the Slaugh- 
ter, as had gotten into the Caſtles of Longford, the Caſtle of Tul 
Jogh in the County of Fer managb, or the Church of Newtown in 

the ſame County, and ſeveral other Places; as appears by ſevera 
gern Pe Examinations taken upon Oath, from Perſons that hardly eſcap'd 
pep rag with their Lives. And beſides theſe other Policies they uſed, ſome 
the Iriſh to to diſtract and diſcourage them, others to diſ-inable-them to ſtand 
prevent the Out to make any Defence, As in ſeveral Places the 1riſþ came un- 
-ngliſh from der divers Pretences, and borrowed ſuch Weapons and Arms as the

, they very gently and fairly got into their Poſſeſſion all the Exgliſh 
Arms in the County of Cavan: The High Sheriff there being an 
Iriſhman and a Papiſt, pretending that he took their Arms to ſecure” 
them only againſt the violence of ſuch of the 1riþ as he underſtood 
to be in Arms in the next County. And that- the might the more 
Kaſily effect the Deſtruction of the Exgliſb, and keep off the Scots 
From giving them any aſſiſtance; they openly profeſſed to ſpare, as 
really they did at the firſt, all of the Hot iſh Nation; and pretended 
they would ſuffer them, as likewiſe all Exgliſh Papiſts, to live quietly 
among them; hoping thereby to contain all of that Nation from 
taking up Arms, *till they had maſtered all the Exgliſb, and that 
then they ſhould be well enough enabled to deal with them. Thus 
were the poor Eng/iſs prepared for the Slaughter, and ſo ——_

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ly diſtracted with the tumultuous riſing of the 7riſh on all ſides a- The Engliſh 
bout them, as they could never put themſelves into any Poſture of h r confi 
Defence. And although in many Places they made ſmall Parties, their rivers 
and betook themfelves into ſeveral Churches and Caftles, ſome of Houſes with- 
which were moſt gallantly long defended by them, yet did they not out joyning _ 
draw together in any ſuch confiderable Body, as would enable them together in 
to make good their Party in the Field, againſt the numerous Forces ere zt 8 
of the Rebels. The Truth is, they did not very readily endeavour, ze —— * 
or dexterouſly attempt it in any part of that Province, as I could hear advantage ta 
of; every Man betak ing himſelf the beſt he could to the care of his che Rebels, 
own Houſe, and ſeeking how to ſave his own Family, his Goods 
within, and his Cattel without. And ſo while they kept ſingly a- 
part, and fingly ſtood up for their own private Preſervation, not 
joyning their Forces together for the common Safety, they gave the. 

Rebels a fair Opportunity, and a ſingular Advantage, to work out 
with great facility their common Deſtruction, Whereas, if they 
had deſerted their Houſes-upon the firſt Notice of the Riſing up of 
the Iriſh, and in the ſeveral Counties put themſelves into ſeveral 
Bodies, under the Commands of the chief Z»g/iþ Gentlemen round 
about them, they had undoubtedly (how ill ſoever they were pro- 
vided of Arms and Munition) been able to. have encountred the 
Iriſh, and to have beat them out of many Parts of the Country, 
or at leaſt, to have put them to ſome ſtand: in- their Enterprize.. 
Whereas, by the Courſe they took, they moſt readily, without al- 
moſt any Refiſtance, expoſed: themſelves to the mercileſs Cruelty of. 
the Iriſp, who at the very firſt (for ſome few Days after their 
breaking out) did not in-meſt Places murder many of them: But the 
Courſe they took, was to ſeize upon all their Goods and Cattle, to- 
{trip them, their Wives, and Children naked, and in that miſerable- 
Plight, the Weather being moſt bitter cold and froſty, to turn them. 
out in this miſerable Caſe to the Mountains, Woods and Bogs; and 
if they by any means procured any other Cloaths, or but even ordina- 
ry Rags to cover their Nakedneſs, they were preſently taken from 
them again, and none ſuffered to give them any kind of Shelter by 
the way, Relief, or Entertainment, without incurring the heavy. 
Diſpleaſure of their Prieſts and chief Commanders, And fo they 
drove ſuch of the Ezgliſh, whoſe Lives they thought fit at that time. 
to ſpare, clear out of the Country. Some of them took their Jour- 
ney towards Carigfergus, others towards Colrrain, Derry, and other 
of the Northern Ports. Many who had gotten together and ſtood 
upon their Guards, came to Gompolitisn With their bloody Affail- 
3 N 8 wn ants, 
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ants, and gave their Goods, Plate, and Money, for leave to come 
up to the City of Dublin. And having bought their Licence at ſo 
dear a Rate, had Paſſes and Convoys aſſigned them by the Chief Cap- 
tains of the Rebels, and ſo came on their Way in great Troops of 
Men, Women, and Children. Out of the County of Caven, as Mr. 
Creighton (who by his Charitable relief of great Numbers of them, 
preſerved them from Periſhing ) and teſtifies in his Examination, 
there paſſed by his Houſe in one Company 1400 Perſons, in another 
500,from Newtown in the County of Fermanagh,in other leſſer Num- 
bers; all without any Weapons, or any thing elſe but the very 
Cloaths on their backs, which they ſuffered them not to carry away 
with them; but many were moſt Barbarouſly ſtripped of them, by 
thoſe who undertook to give them ſafe Conduct, or perfid iouſly be- 
trayed them into the Hands of other Rebels, by whom ſome were 
killed, others wounded: And all in a manner whatſoever they had to 
cover their Nakedneſs, taken from moſt of them; as may appear by 
the Examination of Adam Clover of Slonoſy in the County of Caven, 
who being duly Sworn, depoſeth inter alia, That this Deponent and 
and his Company that were Robbed, obſerved, that Thirty Perſons 
or thereabouts, were then moſt barbarouſly Murdered and {lain out- 
Tight, and about 150 more Perſons cruelly Wounded; ſo that traces 
of Blood iſſuing from their Wounds, lay upon the High Way for 
Twelve Miles together, and many very Young Children were left 
and Periſhed by the Way, to the Number of Sixty or thereabouts ; 
becauſe the cruel purſuit of the Rebels was ſuch,that their Paren 
and Friends could not carry them any further. | 
And further faith, that ſome of the Rebels vowed, that if any 
digged Graves wherein to bury the Dead Children, they ſhould be 
buried therein themſelves : 'So the poor People left the moſt of them 
unburied, expoſed to Ravenous Beaſts and Fowls, and ſome few 
Their Parents carried a great Way to bury them. And this De- 
ponent further ſaith, that he ſaw upon the Way a Woman left by 
the Rebels ſtripped to her Smock, ſet upon by three Women and ſome 
Iriſh Children, who Miſerably rent and tore the ſaid poor Engliſh 
Woman, and ſtripped herof her Smockin a bitter Froſt and Snow, ſo 
that ſhe fell in 8 under their Hands, and both ſhe and her 
Child died there. Thus did their Mercy in ſparing thoſe miſerable 
Souls in this manner prove by much a far greater Cruelty then if they 
had ſuddenly cut them off, as they did afterwards many Thouſands of 
Britiſh that fell into their Hands. For now they Star ved and Periſh- 
ed in Multitudes upon the Ways as they Travelled along 300 4 
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thoſe that out- lived the Mifery of their Journey, their Limbs only 
ſerved to drag up their Bodies to Chriſtian Burial there denied unto 


them. For many of the Men and moſt of the Women and Children 


that eſcaped, either to Dublin or other Places of ſafety in the North, 


not long out- lived the Bitterneſs of their Paſſage; but either over- 


whelmed with Grief, or outwearied with Travel, contracted thoſe | 
Diſeaſes which furthered by Hunger, Cold, Nakedneſs, ill Lodgings, 


and want of other Neceſſaries, ſtruck deeply into their Bodies that 
had lived long at cafe with much plenty, and ſoon brought them 
with Sorrow to their Graves, © 1 335 

Theſe were the firſt- fruits of their Rebellion which now began to 
dilate it felf into the Provinces, having covered over the Northern 


Parts of the Kingdom with fearful deſolations. The firſt Plotters

He was one of very mean Parts without Courage 


or Conduct; his Education for a great part of his Youth was in Eng- 
land; he was admitted a Student of Lincoln Inn, and there Trained © 


up in the Proteftant Religion, which he ſoon changed after, if not 
before his return into Ireland, lived looſely, and having no conſider- 


able Eſtate, by reaſon of the great Engagement upon it, became of 


very little eſteem in all Mens Opinions. Yet ſuch were the over zea- 


lous Affections of his Country-Men in this cauſe, their Secrecy in at- 


tempting, their ſuddenneſs in Executing, as by their forwardneſs to 


Deſtroy the Engliſh and get their goods, he quickly over-run that 
Part of the Country, He had prevailed ſo far within Seven, Days 
after he firſt appeared in this Rebellion, by Seizing. moſt Treacher-

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Country. And that which heightened the Calamity of the Pobr Ex- 
Jiſþ was their flight in the Winter, in ſuch a diſmal Stormy Tem- 
peſtous Seaſon, as in the Memory of Man had never been obſerved 
formerly to continue ſo long together. Vet the Terror of the Re- 
bels incomparably prevailing beyond the Rage of the Sea, moſt of 
thoſe who could provide themſelves Shipping, though at never fo 
exceſſive Rates, Deſerted the City: And ſuch was the Violence of 
the Winds, ſuch continuing impetuous Storms, as ſeveral Barks were 
caſt away; ſome in three Months after their going from hence could 
recover no Port in England: And almoſt all that then put to Sea, 
were in great Danger of Periſhing. The Iniquities of the Engli 
Nation, which were very great in this Kingdom, were now full: 
Heaven and Earth ſeemed to conſpire together for the Puniſhment of 
them God certainly declared his high Indignation againſt them for 
their ou Sins wherewith they had long continued to provoke him 
in his Land, and ſuffered theſe barborous Rebels to be the Inſtruments 
of Miſchef and cruel Executioners of his fierce wrath upon them.

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I will not perſume to ſay, they knew what would fall out in Eng- 
land, or what miſerable Embroilments that Kingdom was ready to 
break out into; for undoubtly the firſt Plot was laid, and moſt exact- 
ly formed, many Months before the War broke out between the King 
and His People. But this much J ſhall be bold to affirm, that upon 
the very firſt breaking out of this Rebellion, they did ſtrangely Con- 
jecture, and beyond all appearance of Reaſon, even ſomewhat poſitive- 
ly Divine, of the diſmal Breach and fearful Diſtempers which after- 
wards follow'd to the diſabling of the Kingdom of England from ap- 
plying Remedies towards the Reducement of Ireland. For the At- 
teſtation of this truth, I could produce the General Concurrence of 
ſeveral Circumſtances, many private Diſcourſes, ' and Advertiſe- 
ments, as alſo a Particular Letter which I had long by me, written 
as it ſeems, from a very Intelligent Papiſt, a great Zealot in the Cauſe, 
unto a Nephew of Sir Toby Matthew's, then in Dublin, who tho late- 
„„ ly Converted, retained yet a great Friendſhip among them. 

He tells him in the Beginning of the Letter; That he was deſired 
from ſome well wiſhing Friends, to adviſe him as he tendered his Safety 
and Security, upon the Sight of thoſe, inſt antly to forſake and abandon 
that Troubleſome and moſt Unfortunate Kingdom, for God and Man had 
ſpeedily Reſolved to afflit and Puniſh the over-grown. Impieties of theſe 
Prophane Times, all Hearts and Hands happily Conſpiring to it ; and 
that he ſhould be as ſpeedy in his Paſſage as was poſſi ble, and rather, as 
the Caſe ſtood, hazard all Dangers by Sea, then the leaſt at Land, to

But as ſoon as they had begun their Rebellion there, they 
ſpoke confidently in all places of M their Arms into Eng- 
land, That they would ſend 30000 Men over into that Kingdom, 
and that they would -drawn in Foreign Auxiliaries thither to joyn 
with them; and ſo by a high hand Eſtabliſh the free Exerciſe of the 
Romiſh Religion within that Kingdom. A deſign certainly which the 
Prieſts and Jeſuits had taken up in their own thoughts, and by their 
Correſpondencies Abroad intended Powerfully to bring about, as 
ſoon as they had ſettled their Affairs in Ireland, And if it had not 
pleaſed God in an Extraordinary way to bring the firſt Plot to light, 
and ſo to Bleſs the Weak Endeavours of the State here, as to enable 
them by the Aſſiſtance of thoſe ſmall Forces they confuſedly gathered 
together, to hold out till the Arrival-of the Succours ſent out of 
England, I leave it to every one to confider with how much Advan- 
tage they might have gone on that time towards the Accompliſhment 
of ſo deſperate a Project. And for my ſelf, I muſt profeſs that I am 
clearly reſolved, that had they at firſt over-Maſtered the unexpected 
Difficulties and fatal Impediments they met withall at Home, and

Upon the ſeventeenth of November, the Lordsand Commons meet

In the Houſe of Com- 
mons, they took into their Conſideration upon their firſt Meeting, 
the framing of the Proteſtation againſt the Rebels. But thoſe of 
the __ Party ſpoke ſo ambiguouſſy, and handled the Matter fo 
tenderly, as they could not be drawn to ſtile them by the Name of 
Rebels: So as they ſent up unto the Lords a very meager cold Pro- 
teſtation againſt them, which being in their Houſe taken into De- 
bate, it was ſtrongly conteſted by the Proteſtant Lords that they 
ſhould be ſtiled Rebels, but that as ſtifly oppoſed by the others. They

Toon as he had done this Service, his Lordfhip retired back to Cork, 

having neither Forces nor Means to make any further Proſecution:

lle, moſt miſerably ſtripped them out of their Cloaths and leaving 
them quite naked, ſuffered moſt of them in that lamentable Poſture 

to paſs to Cork, Toug hall, Kinſale, and other Ports there to embark 
their miſerable Carcaffes for Exglænd, where few arrived ſafely, and 
I am fure 1 may well ſay few, in reſpect of thoſe Multituges'who

with great Multitudes upon them, and in many Places cauſed. them 
to raife their Sieges with great loſs and ſſaughter of their Men, yet 
they were afterwards, finding themſelves without all hope or poſhbi- 
lity of Relief, enforced to deliver thoſe Places, together with the 
Multitudes of Exgliſb they had received into the Hands of the Re- 
bels, upon fair Quarter eee them: And in many 
Places no ſooner had they by that Meaps gotten entrance into them, 
but that they moſt pertidiouſly broke the Quarter given, deſpoiled 
them of that little remainder of their Subſtance they 
and ſent them away in great Want and Miſery to find Relief among 
other 4+ Garriſons, But the whole Country being waſted an 

deſtroyed, and the poor Exgliſß that lived in them deſpoiled of all 
their Subſtance, were able to afford them very little Relief or Com- 


fort, beſides Pity and Compaſſion, which could not ſupport or keep 


alive thoſe languiſhing gaſtly Creatures, ſo as Multitudes died, ſome 
in Ditches, ſome travelling on the High-ways, ſome under Hedges, 
and ſo left their Carcaſſes as fearful Spectacles to the Beholders, and 
fad Monuments of the Inhumane Cruelties exerciſed on them by 


thoſe bloody Rebels, who. yet under pretence of Mercy ſpared their 


Lives, but took up a Reſolution, as they were not aſhamed:to declare, 
to-put-them to a more lingring Death, and therefore left them in 
ſuch a Condition as enevitably brought on their miſerable Ends with 
much more Diſcomfort and Sorrow.
